Guyot has returned to Paris on his 
first leave of absence for six days. 
Guyot's life has been a series of 
adventures, for the arm y to which 
he is attached is at one

most critical points of the battle 
field and has the forces of the 
German 
crown 
prince 
opposed 
to it. 
The French 
driver 
describes 
the m otor car as one of the most 
essential instrum ents in 
modern 
warfare. Even at the present time, 
when the opposing troops are hur­ 
ried in 6-foot trenches, only 150 
yards apart and progress either 
way is a m atter of inches, often 
secured at tremendous loss of life, 
motor 
cars 
are 
indispensible. 
Large 
numbers 
of

truck s are employed by the army 
to which Guyot is attached most of 
these truck s being Pack urds and 
W hites. 
At 
the present time the motor 
service consists in carrying amm u­ 
nition and food from the depots to 
the trenches; in tak ing fresh men 
to the trenches and bringing away 
the men who have finished their 
spell of duty; in moving wounded 
from the dressing stations to the 
main 
hospitals 
trains; 
and 
in 
carrying material for mine digging 
and entrenching. 
There is 
no 
present use for armored cars, but 
the artillery is mak ing extensive 
use of tractors for quick transpor­ 
tation of their guns from point to 
point. 
Guyot, who was one of the first 
men to learn to fly a Beleriot mon­ 
oplane, expects to enter the avia­ 
tion corps as a pilot within a short 
time.

FRENCH GOVERNMENT 
HAS 
DRASTIC 
PLAN 
TO HALT LIQUOR SALE 


Alcohol to Become Monopoly 
and Be Used For Motor 
Car Purposes 
vr 
------- 
PARIS, Sept.23—Denaturlzed al­ 
cohol will become a French gov­ 
ernment monoply 
in 
19 17 
and 
measures will be taken to ex tend 
the use of this fuel for motor car 
purposes. 
This movement is part 
of the drastic scheme for the re­ 
form of the liquor traffic. It is in­ 
tended to raise the duty on alcohol 
from $44 to $100 per 22 gallons. In 
19 00 there was an increased duty 
of $12.8 0 resulting in an immediate 
decrease of 8 8 ,000,000 gallons per 
annum in the annual human con­ 
sumption of alcohol. 
Now that 
it is intended to increase the tax 
by $30—practically four and one 
half times the original ta x —it is 
obvious that there will be a great 
drop in the 
amount 
of 
alcohol 
consumed in France. 
The question of state 
monoply 
of the entire production of alcohol 
has been considered 
and 
aban­ 
doned in favor of the monopoliza­ 
tion of denaturized 
alcohol only . 
A variety of interests must inevit­ 
ably suffer by reason of the heavy 
tax ation of alcohol, but 
by mon­ 
opolizing denaturized alcohol, the 
vital interests of tiie industry and 
the nation will he safeguarded. In 
other words, the 
French 
nation 
which has drunk much alcohol and 
burned none will be imple to drink 
less and burn much.
